Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1965  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your 
district, 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  vital  statistics  are  good  and  compare  favourably  with 
those  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

The  figures  relating  to  vaccination  and  immunisation  are 
not  as  high  as  one  would  like.  I should  like  to  see  the  figures 
nearer  to  100%.  We  may  never  get  this  figure  but  we  should 
continue  to  strive  for  it.  Parents  want  continuous  urging  and 
persuading  to  get  their  children  the  protection  against  the 
infectious  diseases  which  vaccination  and  immunisation  offer 
them. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  is  concerned  at  the  low  acceptance 
rate  of  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  in  some  areas.  During 
the  past  few  years,  following  the  campaigns  for  vaccination,  the 
incidence  of  poliomyelitis  has  fallen  to  the  lowest  level  recorded 
In  this  country.  As  so  often  happens  with  a decline  in  the 
number  of  cases  the  numbers  accepting  vaccination  has  also 
gone  down.  Constant  vigilance  is  required  to  keep  up  the 
numbers  vaccinated  and  people  must  not  be  allowed  to  become 
apathetic.  I mentioned  in  last  year’s  report  that  Professor  Sabin, 
who  perfected  the  oral  vaccine,  stated  that  if  all  children  under 
15  years  were  vaccinated  we  should  see  the  end  of  poliomyelitis. 
We  must  not  lapse  into  a false  sense  of  security  but  be  vigilant 
and  keep  pressing  those  apathetic  parents  to  get  their  children 
vaccinated. 


THREE 


EXFOLIATIVE  CYTOLOGY 

Cancer  of  the  neck  of  the  womb  (cervix)  kills  about  2,500 
women  every  year  in  England  and  Wales. 

Towards  the  end  of  1964  and  early  in  1965  there  was  a great 
surge  of  interest  amongst  women  in  the  area,  in  cancer  of  the 
cervix.  Women’s  Institutions  and  other  organisations  discussed 
the  subject  at  National  Conferences  and  pledged  their  support 
to  aim  at  securing  the  establishment  of  diagnostic  clinics. 

The  County  Council  in  1965  decided  to  start  special  clinics 
in  those  parts  of  the  country  where  facilities  did  not  already 
exist.  There  was  not  a clinic  in  this  area  during  the  year  under 
review,  but  as  one  started  early  in  1966,  before  this  report  was 
written,  I feel  I should  make  some  mention  of  Cervical  Cytology. 

Cancer  of  the  neck  of  the  womb  starts  in  the  surface  layers 
of  cells.  There  is  a considerable  time  lag  before  the  condition 
spreads  and  invades  other  parts  of  the  body.  Whilst  the  cancer 
cells  remain  localised  in  the  surface  layers  there  is  little  danger 
and  this  is  known  as  “ Carcinoma-in-situ  ”.  It  is  when  the  cells 
spread  below  the  surface  layers  and  invade  other  parts  of  the 
body  that  the  disease  becomes  dangerous.  Early  detection  of 
Carcinoma-in-situ  should  reduce  the  death  rate  from  invasive 
cancer  of  the  cervix. 

There  are  no  symptoms  of  Carcinoma-in-situ  so  diagnostic 
tests  are  used  to  discover  it.  A simple  examination  is  carried 
out,  some  cells  are  scraped  off  the  surface  of  the  neck  of  the 
womb,  smeared  on  a glass  slide  and  sent  for  examination  to  a 
laboratory.  The  examination  of  these  cells  is  known  as 
exfoliative  cytology.  If  there  be  any  suspicion  or  doubt  about 
malignant  cells  the  patient  is  referred  to  a consultant  gynae- 
cologist for  further  investigation. 

It  is  thought  that  there  m'ay  be  over  a five  year  interval 
between  the  appearance  of  abnormal  cells  and  the  development 
of  cancer.  It  follows  that  examination  every  five  years  should 
be  encouraged  to  detect  the  early  signs  of  disease  and  to  offer 
the  greatest  chance  of  cure. 

Cancer  of  the  cervix  is  more  common  against:  women  who 
have  had  several  children,  women  who  have  had  frequent  sexual 
relations  with  uncircumcised  men,  women  of  lower  social  classes 
and  women  over  the  age  of  35.  All  these  groups  should  be 
actively  encouraged  to  attend  for  examination  either  at  a clinic 
or  by  their  own  general  practitioner.  It  may  be  most  difficull 
to  get  some  of  the  women  who  are  at  greatest  risk — the  lower 
social  class  with  a large  family — to  attend  for  routine  examin- 
ation. These  are  the  people  whose  home  commitments  may  make 
attendance  difficult  to  manage  and  who  frequently  are  unaware 
of  the  danger.  It  is  usually  the  educated  unmarried  woman  or 
married  woman  with  one  or  no  child  who  are  first  to  avail  them- 
selves of  an  examination.  Ways  will  have  to  be  devised  to  get 
the  others  to  attend,  and  this  should  command  our  attention. 


FOUR 


REFUSE  TIP 


Early  in  the  year  it  was  decided  to  make  application  for 
planning  permission  to  extend  the  tip  at  Lea  Road.  It  had 
become  obvious  that  there  was  very  little  life  left  in  the  present 
tip,  and  further  ground  was  urgently  needed.  This  application 
aroused  strong  objections  from  the  local  residents.  Local  meet- 
ings were  held,  letters  written  to  the  Press  and  eventually  a 
petition,  signed  by  212  residents  in  the  Lea  Road  area,  objecting 
to  the  proposal  to  extend  the  tip  was  sent  to  the  Lindsey  County 
Council.  One  can  appreciate  the  concern  of  the  residents  but 
there  were  no  other  suitable  sites  available.  Many  of  their  fears 
were  unfounded.  I must  agree  that  on  some  occasions  in  the 
past  the  tip  may  not  have  been  all  it  should  be  but  tliese  occa- 
sions were  very  few  and  due  to  some  mechanical  breakdown  of 
plant  and  possibly  some  mis-management.  Many  times  the  tip 
has  been  blamed  for  nuisances  that  have  not  arisen  at  the  tip. 
The  objections  were  not  upheld  and  the  Council  was  given 
planning  approval  to  extend  the  tip. 

I should  like  to  briefly  mention  a few  points  on  refuse 
disposal  by  tipping  and  refuse  sites. 

Tipping  on  low-lying  land  has  the  advantage  of  being 
hygienic.  In  time  the  refuse  becomes  innocuous  and  land  can 
be  reclaimed  and  adopted  to  useful  purposes  such  as  playing 
flelds  or  used  for  cultivation.  The  greatest  advantage  is  that 
this  method  of  disposal  is  economical  and  does  not  require  high 
capital  expenditure. 

The  tip  site  must  be  accessible  and  not  too  far  from  the 
locality  served.  If  a tip  be  very  far  from  the  area  served  it 
becomes  expensive  because  of  the  long  journeys  by  vehicles  and 
the  time  lost  on  travelling.  It  is  of  course  preferable  to  have 
the  tip  site  away  from  dwelling  houses  but  this  is  not  always 
possible.  If  a tip  is  well  maintained  and  the  tipping  carefully 
controlled  there  should  not  be  any  nuisance  and  few  grounds 
for  complaint.  I think  it  must  be  agreed  that  over  the  past  two 
years  our  tip  has  been  well  kept  and  as  a direct  result  we  have 
had  very  few  complaints.  Mr.  Efllyon  is  to  be  congratulated  on 
making  the  tip  so  good  and  for  keeping  such  strict  supervision 
of  the  tipping.  I am  sure  that  given  normal  working  conditions 
the  present  tip,  and  the  proposed  extensions  to  it,  will  not  give 
rise  to  many  complaints. 

I must  add  that  suitable  land  for  tipping  is  becoming  more 
and  more  difficult  to  obtain  and  we  must  use  all  the  available 
land,  even  though  it  be  close  to  dwelling  houses.  In  the  future 
some  other  method  of  disposal  will  have  to  be  used  which  will 
probably  be  more  expensive.  Perhaps  neighbouring  Local 
Authorities  will  have  to  join  forces  and  operate  some  joint  system 
of  refuse  disposal. 
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CARAVAN  SITES 


We  have  in  our  area  659  Caravans  situated  on  nine  sites. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  as  the  result  of  the  Caravan  Sites 
and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960,  a new  licensing  system 
was  introduced  (i)  to  control  the  location  of  caravan  sites  and 
(ii)  to  improve  conditions  on  sites  by  requiring  good  standards 
of  layout,  equipment  and  maintenance. 

To  assist  Councils  in  the  framing  of  suitable  licence  condi- 
tions, the  Ministry  issued  a set  of  “ Model  Standards  ”.  It  was 
not  intended  that  these  should  be  slavishly  followed,  and 
Councils  were  advised  to  frame  a code  in  their  own  areas.  In 
this  area  the  majority  of  the  caravans  are  in  the  Torksey  area, 
sited  by  people  from  the  industrial  areas  for  use  as  week-end 
and  holiday  retreats.  In  framing  their  licence  code  the  Council 
took  this  factor  into  account,  and  their  standard  is  not  so 
stringent  as  that  set  out  for  guidance  in  the  Ministry’s  “ Model 
Standards  ”. 

Early  this  year  a report  was  prepared  by  Mr.  Booy  on  the 
conditions  at  the  various  sites.  Whilst  a few  owners  had  made 
some  progress  with  improvements  to  their  sites  others  had  done 
very  little  and  one  or  two  sites  were  very  bad. 

It  was  suggested  to  the  Council  and  agreed  that  amendments 
be  made  to  site  licences  in  order  to  bring  the  sites  up  to  satis- 
factory standards  and  to  see  that  these  standards  were  adhered 
with  in  a reasonable  time.  These  amendments  were  eventually 
agreed  with  the  site  owners. 

All  the  owners  have  got  on  with  the  work  and  conditions 
are  very  much  better.  One  large  sTte  owner,  whose  site  was 
particularly  bad  sold  his  site  and  the  new  owners  have  submitted 
very  attractive  plans  for  a new  site  layout. 


STAFF

I should  also  hke  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  members  of  the  Council 
for  their  support  during  the  year.

SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


This  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  I,  as 
School  Medical  Officer,  carried  out  inspections,  etc.,  in  our 
schools.  The  state  of  health,  general  nutrition  and  cleanliness 
of  the  children  was  of  a high  standard.  Routine  medical 
inspection  is  carried  out  on  children  in  their  first  year  at  school, 
in  their  first  year  at  secondary  school,  and  in  their  last  year 
at  school.  Besides  these  routine  medical  Inspections,  children 
with  any  defects  are  regularly  seen  at  “ supervisory  ” examina- 
tions and  any  child  referred  by  a parent  or  teacher  is  given 
a “ special  ” examination.  I am  grateful  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  for  permission  to  include  the  following  summary  of  work 
carried  out  in  1965  in  our  area.

THIRTY-FIVE 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Eighty  earth  closets  were  replaced  by  water  closets 
in  private  houses,  during  the  year.  These  works  were  carried  out 
with  the  aid  of  Improvement  and  Conversion  Grants. 

Corringham  and  Springthorpe,  and  Upton  and  Kexby 
Sewerage  Schemes  have  been  completed  and  are  now  fully 
operative. 

Encouragement  is  being  given  to  owners  to  convert  earth 
closets  to  water  closets,  thereby  taking  advantage  of  the  new 
scheme. 

A commencement  was  made  of  the  East  Stockwith  Sewerage 
Scheme  during  the  Summer  but  it  is  not  anticipated  that  the 
work  will  be  completed  until  early  1967. 

The  proposal  to  install  three  new  pumps  in  the  existing 
pump  house  to  replace  the  obsolete  ones,  and  the  laying  of  a 
new  rising  main  to  the  Scotter  works  is  hoped  to  commence 
early  in  1966. 

A local  investigation  in  the  scheme  for  Fillingham,  Glent- 
worth,  Harpswell  and  Hemswell  has  been  carried  out  but  so  far 
the  Minister  has  not  given  his  decision. 

Schemes  for  Willoughton,  Blyborough  and  Grayingham  and 
Northorpe,  are  in  their  preliminary  stages. 


SWIMMING  POOLS 

There  are  two  private  swimming  pools  in  the  area.  One 
pool  is  attached  to  a holiday  camp  and  the  school  children  from 
Newton-on-Trent  Primary  School  are  allowed  the  use  of  this 
pool. 

Two  samples,  one  from  either  end  of  the  pool,  were  taken 
early  in  the  season  and  were  unsatisfactory.  The  filter  had  not 
been  working  properly  and  it  was  not  possible  to  effectively 
chlorinate  the  water.  This  was  rectified  and  later  four  samples 
were  satisfactory.  A sampling  officer  sees  to  the  sterilization  of 
the  water  prior  to  it  being  used  by  the  school  children. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

With  the  introduction  of  a third  refuse  vehicle,  re-routing, 
and  occasional  additional  labour,  the  refuse  collection  service 
managed  to  maintain  a collection  period  of  8-9  days,  with  some 
improvements  in  favourable  circumstances. 

The  Council  has  authorised  the  purchase  of  a compressor 
type  refuse  vehicle,  and  it  is  hoped  that  delivery  will  be  made 
early  in  the  new  year. 


THIRTY-SIX 


DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION 


No  houses  were  disinfected  or  disinfested  during  the  year. 


KNACKERS’  YARD 

Routine  inspections  of  the  only  knackers’  yard  in  the  area 
have  been  carried  out.  A joint  inspection  with  the  Animal  Health 
Divisional  Veterinary  Surgeon  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  was  a satisfactory  one,  and  only  minor 
improvements  and  works  were  suggested.  These  have  been 
carried  out  by  the  owner. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

Slow  progress  was  again  made  during  the  year  on  the 
inspection  of  premises  under  the  above  Act.  The  original 
inspections  were  checked  and  in  all  cases  the  defects  had  been 
remedied. 


SHOPS  ACT,  1950 

Sixty-eight  visits  were  paid  to  shops  during  the  year.  Three 
contraventions  of  the  welfare  provisions  of  the  Act  were  found 
and  remedied.
